
MONTH IN REVIEW FOR NORTHERN ARIZONA FOR MAY 2014 
 

...TEMPERATURE AND PRECIPITATION OVERVIEW... 
 

May was characterized by periods of dry and breezy weather that resulted in critical fire 
weather conditions, tempered by a few periods of cooler weather with light precipitation as a 
few different low pressure systems impacted the southwest. Overall, temperatures were near 
average while precipitation was well below average across all of northern Arizona. Many 
stations reported less than 50% of average monthly precipitation.
